The next 
section presents reports by ASCCC committees on accreditation, 
publications, archives, educational policies, faculty development, 
legislation, nominations and elections, relations with local senates, 
and vocational education; along with reports from ASCCC committee 
representatives and liaisons with other associations and councils. 
Finally, serate presidents and delegate3 are listed, along with ASCCC 
publications .

SLaoe tbe ooaBuolty ooUege rsasaeaaHent study, undartaloBn 
by the OobbIssIod :'or the Review of the Master Plan, 
inoorporat«s aost of the major issues fadag the coaaunlty 
OQllQsaa, that stutftr has been a aajor focus for the ioadeaio 
Senate throughout the past year. As the Commission 
der«loped the various drafts of its report, the Aoadeaic 
Semte prasented its positions and ideas ty means of fonal 
teatlaoqy, written reports, and frequent oommunl cation with 
both the Ooamisaion meabers and the staff. The Senate also 
provided the opportunity, at both Its Fall and Spring 
Oonferenoes, for faculty leaders to discuss with CoDmlssioo 
■eabers, staff, and legtalators the various issues raised ly 
the OoMisalon's study. 

The final draft of the Commission's report has now beeu 
publlabed, and, in general, the reooomendations are veiy 
flood Die main thrust of the report is that while oomaunity 
ooUegcs should remain opei>-aooess institutions, they ^uld 
aleo become more clearly iMs^ti^niiffrY Institutions la 
order to accomplish this, the Commission recommends 
nuaerous changes in sUndards, fimnoe, and »)vermase. 
Ibe reoommendatlons on gcvernanoe are likely to have a 9<aat 
impact on local academic senates, because the cvjmmlssion not 
only reooMends that the role of the Board of Governors be 
strengthened, hit also reooamends that the role of faculty 
and or academic senates be strengthened, particularly "Vith 
respect tc ihe determination and a<talnistratLon of academic 
•tudarda; course approval; hiring, retention, and 
•valuation of faaiHy; and other academic functions." Soae 
of the Commission's recommendations, of course, are 
oontroveralal and will requLre thorough study and a ff^t 
deal of discusidou However, both the ooamunity ooUeflBS 
in flsneral and the Ioadeaio Senate in parUcULa' have rc«aon 
to be optlaistic that th*, effect of the report will hm 
««t«acly poalUve and that both our InstituUons and the 
puhUc peroeptiOD of our inatituUons will be significantly 
iairoved. 
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The OoMisaloo will now awe Into the aeoond stage of its 
study, in which it will review the entire Master Plan for 
Higher Education Meanwhile, the Joint Legislative 
Comnittee for the Review of the Master Plan will study the 
CoDBission's report on community colleges and develop 
legtalation to iapl«ient saw or all of the reocMsndaUons. 
The Academic Senate will continue to follow the acUvities 
of th« Commission b>it will now &lso work cs closely as 
possible with the Joint Committee in an effort to ensure 
ttiat the legislaUon whicii is developed wiU enhance the 
quality of ooBunity 'soHege education. 

In addition to this involvement with the review of the 
Master Plan, tiie Academic Senate has continued, and, in 
fact, incrtased its activities bith groups such as the 
Interse^ental Semte Committee, the ArUculaUon Ooundl, 
the Accrediting Commission, the Occupational Education 
Ooalition, and the Ta*k Force on Academic Quality. Tbrcn^ 
these ffx)ui>s and through the various Senate committees, the 
BxBCutive Comiiittee has eipandBd upon a number of efforts 
from last year aod initiated still others. 

The senate newsletter, The Rostrum, has continued its 
development as one the most valuable sources of 
Infomation on community coll^ issuea Susan Petit, the 
very able editor of the newsletter, has also this year 
hrouoht back an older puhlioaUon, JEeoili vhLdi provides the 
kind of longer, more thouf^ttful essays that the fomat of a 
newsletter does not aUow. Under the leadership of Brna 
Hoble, the ?ocaUonal EducaUon Committee has continued to 
expand the influence of vooaUooal faculty. THis year, for 
the fii'st time, the committee sponsored a special pro- 
oonference workshop to provide vocational faculty the 
oppcrtuntly to discuss in depth the issues of particular 
concern to them. The Legislative Committee, chaired by 
Debra Banks, completed its work on a 
effectiveness manual, which was presented to tht Spring 
Oonferen» in draft form. Debra Banks als-* worked on tb» 
curriculum manual, which, along with a numbej of dear aod 
well-thought-out position papers, vis presenUrl to the 
Spring Conference by the Educational Policies Committee, 
chaired by Val Villa. 
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Hie Senate alao began a zamber of oew activities this year. 
Hie Relations with Looal Senates Coamitteei chaired by Terry 
Tbonas, started voric on a ^)ermanent file* of background 
docunents which the Aoadeaic Senate will eventually r*x>vide 
io each new local senate presidents Ihe Faculty Development 
Comnittee explored tietf sodels for faculty development, and, 
under the dirc»otion of its cbairi Larry Milleri made a 
proposal on faculty development which w&s recommended for 
funding by the Ftmd for Instructional Improvement, ibis was 
one of the grant proposals submitted by the Senate this 
year. The other,^ develc^Ml in conjunction with the ClO^a, 
would establish «i dearing^use for staff exchanges among 
the oommuni^ oolleeea That proposal was also reojmmended 
for funding, in addiction, the Academic Senate, through 
Carmen Deckmr and Alft'edo l^eodoza, participated in a very 
iapurtant sympoaium on minorities, which was sponsored by 
the Chancellor's Office, axid the Senate itself sponsored a 
presentation on collegial governance at the annual 
conference of t'ae Association of American Community and 
Junior Colleges. Also, Edith Conn and Jim Prager 
established a strong liaison with the new student government 
organization, and Henry Scbott has begun work which will 
increase the Senate's research and information retrieval 
capabilities. 

All of these efforts have been facilitated by the efficiency 
and dedication of the Secretary, Karen Sue Grosz; by the 
fisoal reatraint and organisational ability of the 
Treasurer, FhU Bartl^; by the oounsel and perspective of 
the Fast R^esident, Carmen Dedoar; by the endless eznrgy and 
commitment of the Archivist, Edith Conn; and by the 
intelligent, reliable, and consistently impressive) 
oontribution of the Vioe-R^aident, Eileen Lewia To these 
people, to the rest of the Badcutive Committee, and to all 
of the other faculty leaders across the state, who give 
their time and energy to improve the cutlity of education 
provided to our students, the oommunity colleges are 
indebted*

CXNMISMOf FOR THE REVlElf OF THE MASTER PIAH 



In Narch, the Commission for the Reviev of the Master Plan 
tor Higher Eduoatlon completed the first phase of its vork 
and puhLiabed a report entitled Jj^ f?haJ^**Tfff s£. QwrVT^- 1 
Reassessment of the California ff?IIIBMnAtY CoUeflfea Ihis 
report, which included aixty-eigbt recommendations for the 
improvement of the oommuni'iy colleges, is the product of a 
year-lcng process of inveatigation and discussion. The 
Commission met for tvo days eadi month, beginning in May of 
1985i in OTv r to hear presentations on the colleges and to 
dismiss the issuea After the Commission had identified its 
major areas of oonoern, it developed a series of options to 
address each issue. Dxiring this stage of the vork, the 
Academic Senate testified several times before the 



Commissioners and vith the Commission staff. At a series of 
puUic hearings, representatives of the Academic Senate and 
of many local senates presented additional testimony on the 
various options being considered. 

When the actual recommendations vere in draft form, the 
Senate once again presented its positions at another round 
of public hearings and also delivered a formal, written 
response to the Commissioa In April, after the Commission 
had approved the final draft of the report, it was presented 
by the Executive Director, Dr. Lee Kerschner, to the

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Legislature's Joint Committee for the Review of the Master 
Plan, which will consider the recommendations as a part of 
its own stucHy ot the oommunity coUegea Meanwhile, the 
Commission will begin the second phase of its stuc^, which 
will focus on all three segments of hi^er education and on 
the Master Plan which guides their development. During this 
phase, the still unresolved question of whether a regional 
structure would lead to improved governance of the communis 
colleges, will be reconsidered by the Commissioa 

The major thrust of the Commission's report is that the 
community colleges should be clearly postsecondary 
institutions, in terms of their governance, finance and 
priorities* The Commission did not reconmend the 
elimination of ajoy of the community college missions; it 
did, however, recommend that the highest priority of the 
colleges be "the provision of rigorous, high quality Iwer 
division instruction for students who wish to obtain 
associate degrees, transfer to a four-y<»4ir institution, or 
prepare for an occupation." While recognising the great 
need for remediation, the Commission recommended that a 
reasooable limit be placed on the amount of remediation a 
student could take in a community college (30 units). It 
uiso recommended Uiat the State fully fund and implement the 
comprehensive assessment, placement axxl advisement program 
known as "teatrlculation," and that appropriate skill level 
prerequisites be established for all programs and ooursesL 

In a number of areas the Commission racommend^d 
strahgtheniqg the role of the Board of Governors aod givlqg 
it greater auttaorlty. It also reooaoended increasing the 
participation of faculiyf in onnmuni^ coll^ apveroanoe, 
and specifically suggested that the role of faculty senates 
be strengthened "with respect to the determination and 
adminiatration of academic standards; course approval) 
hirihg, retention, and evaluation of faculty; and other 
acedenic functions" 

FUriber, the Comfllsalon recommended that oooummity oollegjft 
faculty, litetheLr counterperts in four-year inatitutionSi 
ahoui ose peer review rather than credentials to deteraine 
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the qualifications of prospective faculty, serve longer 
probationary periods with more extern! ve peer review, and 
reoeive salaries based upon academic rank. The Commission 
also suggested an increase in professional developnent and 
affirmative action efforts and recommended that the 
Education Employment Relations Act be amended to «delin8£te 
and protect the role of the academic senates." In the 
opinion of the Commission, the Board rather than the 
Legislature should regulate the use of part-time 
instructors, and sudi instructors should participate in both 
student advisement and curricular development, with 
approporiate compensation for those activitiea 

While not all of the final reoommendations are in accord 
with the positions of the Academic Senate, the Commisaiotfs 
r^rt is generally both tboujjitful and positive; it will be 
cf great value in the effort to chart a dear direction for 
the future of the California CGomnity Colleges. 



MINORITY SYMPOSIUM 
Alfredo MftDdoca 



The first "Symposium on the Enrollment, Retention, and 
TVansfer of Minarity Students" sponsored by the Board of 
Owernors was held December 13-15, 1985, at the Kellog West 
Center on the campus of Cal Poly Pcnnona. Chanoellor Joshua 
Smith opened the meeting by citdiig statistics to show the 
serious nature of the problem. 

A coordinating committee had suggested a list of invitaea 
Besides me, the Academic Senate was represented by Carmen 
Decker, Immediate Past Presidents Two other past presidents 
also participated, lyra Duncax^Hall and Robert Silvermaa 
The participants represented a wide cross section of the 
California Community colleges. Department of Education, the 
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California State Oniversity, the University of California, 
and pi lvate ooUeges and ojiveraltles. 



Issue papers requested of all potential participants were 
the bases for setting the general parameters. Individuals 
were then assigned to specific groups that changed for eadi 
sesaioa The beginning two sessions were given over first 
to exploration of a subject and then to Identification of 
problem areas. The third session had as its goal the 
proposal of solutions for the probleoa The fourth session 
was then spent formulating an action plan to be presented to 
the Board of Govemora Each of the sessions was followed 
by a general session where each group presented its ideeis. 

A ^nthesis of the problem areas is as follows. 

1} Community Colleges do not have a clear and 
mutually understood statement of expected 
outcomes. This would include specific laiowledge 
and skills. There was some question about the 
quality of support services and of instruction. 
It was also felt that the colleges are not 
flexible in responding to the specific needs of 
minority studenta And it seemed that transfer 
was presented as an option to only a small number 
of them. 

2) There is a lack of understanding about the 
survival skills at the community collegea There 
was a call to implement matrioilation to provide 
assessment, diagnosis, place iient, career planndLng, 
axKl ooundelin& Barriers to financial aid were 
also discussed. It was pointed out that there is 
no state- level Information system which is of much 
use to the colleges in oounsellng these studenta 
Last, it was mentioned time and again that 
students do not have role models to help them. 

3) There gre continuing problems with the 
articulation procesa Students may take an 
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Inappropriate sequence of courses because they 
have diffi-^ilty understanding program requirements 
since -there is no intersegmental delivery system. 
The private and independent colleges and 
universities, it was felt, use a "no- risk" 
strategjr for recruitnient. 

4) There is a lack of institutional oommitment 
and political wilL Due to the poUUcal dlnata, 
there are resource constraints that negate axxjf 
effective actloa There is a lack of attention to 
the socio-economic problems of minority students 
The cultural values of the faculty in post- 
secondary education conflict with those of the 
students* Recruitment has been relatively 
ignored. The concept of oommunitgr organization 
must be revived. There is lack of a value system 
that reflects the concerns for and of Blade ana 
Latino studenta There are not eno^i^ Latino and 
Black faculty and administrators to jrovi<te role 
models. 

5) The image and mission of the colleges mustbe 
improved* We are suffering an identity crisis 
that has led to a low image of the colleges on the 
part of our ooll«\gues in all segnents and in the 
OGODunity at large.

ACCREDITATION COMMITTEE 

Val Villa 

The major activities of the Accreditation Committee centered 
around the breakout sessions at the state oonferenoes, which 
have proven to be the best method of informing and involvipg 
faculty. At the Fall 1985 conference our principal guest 
was John Petersen, new executive director of the 
Accrediting Commission, speaking before the Senate for the 
first time in that capacity. Major emphasis was given to 
discussion of the state priorities, which have now become 
an integral par); of the accreditation procesa 

The Spring 1986 conference featured, in addition to Dr, John 
Petersen, the input of William Haldeman, Administrator at 
CPEC, and Bruce Hamlett, Specialist for the same commissioa 
Dr. Haldeman is the author of a comprehensive report on hl|^ 
school accreditation which has led to the inclusion of great 
numbers of community college faculty on high school 
accreditation teams and as curriculum consultants. Dr. 
Hamlett is the principal author uf a CPEC report on all 
aspects of accreditation, including a discussion of the 
"approval" and "authorization" of postsecondary schools 
under the aegis of the State Department of Educatioa 

Approval and authorization of postsecondary institutions ly 
the Office of Private Postsecon^^ary Education of the 
Department of Education is one of the last vestiges of the 
time when the community colleges were oontrolled by SDE, and 
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IS the method wkiich institutions may become degree- 
ff^ting entities without going througji the requireoents of 
noz>-governmental accreditatioa >naile the continuation of 
^Lh l^ practice is seen as a defense of the free enterprise 
system in education ty its supporters, the members of the 
Academic Senate's Accreditation Committee feel that all 
degree-granting institutions in this state should be Judged 
by the same prooess using unif Drm standards. 



ANNUAL REPORT, ROSTRUM , AMD FORUM COMMITTEE

ARGFIVES/SKHATE OFFICE

Several significant events occurred this year to echanoe the 
Senate's utilization of its archives, publications, and 
office. By fall, 1985, the Senate office had a phooe and a 
24-hour-a-day answering machine: 916-441-4565. Beginning 
in October, Susan Regan, who was already working in the 
CSiancellor's Office, began, under contract with the Seimte, 
to work six hours a week for the Senate, Her contributions 
have been invaluable in helping the Senate meet the 
obligations of its expanding role. Susan Regan was the 
guest of honor at a reception celebrating the opening of the 
Senate office, held April 10, as part of the pre-conferenoe 
program. About 100 guests, including Chancellor Joshua 
Smith and other members of the Chancellor* s staff, attended 
the late afteroooo-evening event. 

For the first time using a computer extensively, the 
archivist undertook several projects this year to expand the 
availability of Senate historical documents, resolutions, 
and publications. Among the new documents ooopleted were in 
index on resolutions relating to evaluation (faculty and 
administration), hinrxg, and tenure, 1969-1985, and an index 
on ocntract education, credentials, curriculum committees^ 
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and part-time faculty, 1969-1985. In addition, an index on 
vooational education resolutions was brought up to date. 
Recognizing the need for a history of local senates and the 
Academic Semte, the archivist completed a 23-page booklet 
called fia Milestones 1b 1^ History of Senates jfld ih£ 
Academic Senate for Qyilj^nni^? C^ttnunA^rY Colleges, 

Senate publications were featured at the California 
Asdoda Ion of CoDinunity Colleges^ own booth, along with 
CACC publications, a'^ the November CACC conference In San 
Jose. Thanks to the efforts of CACC Executive Director 
Peter hirsch and CACC staff member ^tu Van Horn, the Senate 
was given compllroeutary space at this display booth. 
Executive Committee member Debra Banks was in charge of the 
Senate material during the CACC meeting; she set up the 
display, distributed a Senate puhLlcatlon list prepared by 
the archivist, and reported considerable Interest on the 
part of CACC conference attendees in the work of the Senate. 
During the year, requests for Senate publications have come 
from colleges, libraries, research institutes, and 
individuals throu^ut the nation and from as far away as 
Japan The number of Senate publications on a variety of 
topics bas Increased from fhe eleven cited in the 1978 
Anm^^^ Report to over forty Itans in the 1986 ABmsl Report , 



EDUCATKXIAL POLICIES CX)MMITTKE

Due, to a great extent, to the necessity of responding to 
the recommendations of the Commission studying the Master 
Plan, the Educational Policies Committee has had a very 
active year. Most of the committee members gave testimor]Qr 
at one or more of tlie meetings of the commission in order to 
present faculty positions on academic matters in addition to 
usual cGmnittee duties. 
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Ihe 1985 Fall Oonferenoe produced a series of resolutions 
which were referred to this committee for action. As a 
response, the individual committee members, with input from 
other members of the committee, wrote position papers on 
several issues, including Part^ Timers, Credentials, Faculty 
Selection (Hiring, Evaluation, Retention), Appropriate 
Compensation (for additional duties and responsibilities), 
Adminstrative Evaluation, Collegiality, etc., for submission 
to the 1986 Spring Conference. 

In addition, with Susan Petit in charge, the committee 
drafted an advisory paper on preparation recommended for 
hi^ school student:^ This will probably become part of a 
cooperative project of the thr«e post secondary segments. 

Under the leadership of Debra Banks, the Academic Senate 
issued a preliminary version of a brochure. Faculty Hole In 
Currlouluau This pamphlet includes reference to pertinent 
regulations contained in Title ^ and the Education Codef as 
well as sample forms, and a secUon lisUng all past Senate 
positions pertaining to curriculum cciiuiiittee& 



FACULTY DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE

The primary goal of the committee for this year was, at the 
request of President Mark Edelstein, to find effective 
models of faculty development which mi^t then be widely 
shared among all the state*s community collegea The 
committee arrived at the conclusion that the most effective 
process should include as many faculty as possible, and 
should address the changing student demographics prelected 
for the 1990'SL A proposal was developed and submitted to 
the Fund for Instructional Improvement (AB 1173), which 
included the following abstract:

This project will be carried out under the 
auspices of the Academic Senate for ti:e California 
Community Colleges, in collaboratioD with the 
California Association of Ccomunity Colleges. 

This project addresses the future needs of 
California community college students by focusing 
on ways and means of identifying and developing 
the faculty development needs through the next 
decade. Ibe intention of this project is to bring 
faculty and staff development resources into a 
state system- wide framework to provide more 
effective instruction and services for the new 
majority student. 

Activities of the project will include an initial 
survey, followed by two sets of symposia of 
faculty, staff and administrators from throughout 
the statei Bach of the sets of symposia will have 
a different focus. Hie first set will consist of 
the identifioation and clarification of ihe staff 
development needs of faculty in the 1990's, and 
the second will serve to clarify and develop 
objectives and action plans for meeting these 
needs. 

Products as a result of this project will be: 
documentation of the current status of staff 
developinent in California Community Colleges, 
analysis and identification of the needs of 
faculty in tomorrow's colleges, and the 
formulation of mett^^ds and measures for meeting 
these Ddeds. 

If the proposal is funded for the 1986-87 academic year, it 
will be carried out as a collaborative effort of the Semte 
and CACC. 

Another Fund for Instructional Improvement faculty 
development propoi^al — to fund faculty exchanges—was

submitted as a cooperative effort of the Senate and the 
Chief Instruction Officers, This proposal aims at 
developing a statewide network to promote faculty exchanges 
among the 106 community colleges in California (and 
eventually, possibly in other states as well). 



LEGISLATIVE CCMMITTEE

alerted local academic senate presidents or their 
legislative delegates to respond to the legLalative billa 
Secondly, committee members Susan Liberty, Ihelma Epstein, 
and Sherill Moses assisted the Chair in writing a draft of a 
Political Effeotiveneaa JjuusL This manual explains the 
importance of becoming politically involved and hew to do 
iU An audiotape giving an overview of this prooess was 
produced by John McFarland. 



HOMINI^TIOHS AND ELBCTKXfS COMMITTEE 
GEKALO C. HAYWABD AMARD

The Board of Civernors of California Community Colleges, in 
order to honor our former state Chancellor, Gerald C. 
Hayward, decided in the spring, 19fl5» to make an award io 
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outstanding community college teachers, to be called the 
Gerald C Hayward Award for Excellence in Teaching. The 
Board asked the Academic Senate to suggest procedures 
wberety awards could be made. At the 1985 Fall Cbnferenoe a 
group attendiog a breakout discussion on the award proposed 
procedures for the award, which were then sent to Beverly 
Thomas, a member of th<s Board of Governors and also a 
member of the Board of EtLrectors of the Board's Fbun<btion, 
whicdi will be providing funds for making the awards. 

After the I985 Fall Oonferenoe Senate Resident Edelstein 
and spoke with M& Thomas extensively about the award 
Although the Fall Conference Award Committee recommended 
that aiyone designated Vacailty" should be eliglhle for the 
award, the Board of Governors (whose award this will be) 
feels that recipients should be teadiers and the award made 
for "excellence in teaching, » since Chancellor Hayward 
himself is such an outstanding teacher and loves teaching so 
much. 

The award was discussed again at a breakout at the 1 986 
Spring Conference, and the session adopted a resolution 
recommending procedures to the Board. These include asking 
the senate at each college to nominate ona person for the 
award and to submit a ourriculum vitae and a letter of 
support for the nooi.-«e A committee from each already 
estahliahed Senate area (there are four) will receive the 
nominations and select one nominee. (Area A will receive 
nominations from Area B, eta) It is expected that four 
winners will receive an honorarium as well as a plaque (or 
other appropriate award) and be introduced to the Senate and 
to the Board of Governors. We hope that the x'irst four 
recipients of the Gerald a Hayward Award for Excellence in 
Teaching can be announced by the spring of 1987.

The goal of the comr Lttee for 1985-86 was to improve 
x*egional networking, lntra-st€»te and Jocal academic senate 
communicatloni and the exchazsge of human and organizational 
resources and models on matters related to Academic Senate 
governance and academic and professional matters* 

Materials were compiled for a draft resource h^adbook for 
the local senate president. This handbook w:.ll Include 
governance models; Academic S^^nate csitlon j^^pers; model 
institutional and academic senate policies, procedures, and 
plans; and a listing of human resources 

A test run of a telephone tree emanating from the state 
Academic Senate president to the local senate presidents hjr 
way of the Executive Committee Area contacts waf carried 
iat. The Eicecutlve Committee responded to 4U<^^»tlons 
oonoernii<^ th'^ second draft of the Master Plan studtjr and 
clarified any matters of local oonceu^a 

The computerization of informational rb..^uroes avallchle to 
the lo^al senates, state Academic Senate and other staU. 
entitis^s is currently being axplored. The following 
materials are computerized: (1) all secretarial output 
(Karen Sue GrosL,, (2) database of material received by thr 
Executive Commlttf (Henry Schott), (3) Acadealc Senate 
accounts and finauciai matters (Phil Hartley), W reports, 
resolutioaa, mi other archival matters (Edith Conn), (5) 
Educational Policies Committee recent reports (Val Villa), 
(6) Draft copy of Toward 4 More Effecti ve Senate (Eileen 
Lewis), and (7) state conference data oM system ^ (Larry 
miler and Phi3 Hartley). 
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A survey was made at the 1986 Spring ConfereDoe to ascertain 
the value of various mechsmisms of communioatioD currently 
being utilized and tc determine means to improve 
conmunioation and synergistic efforts between the state 
Senate and local senates and to determine current major 
needs. 

Greater cooperation has been achieved between the Academic 
Senate^s Legislative Committee and the Local Senate 
Committee.

The Voc3ationai Education CX>mmlttee oontinued to focus their 
efforts on the growth and development of the Vocational 
Education Liaison Committee. As a result, over two- thirds 
of the colleges have a vocational faculty member on the 
Vocati onal Education Liaison Committee, The statewide 
Vocational Education Committee has established a two-way 
communication with the Liaison Committee. In 1985-86 the 
Liaison Committee received a monthly mailing of information 
on the most current Vocational Education issues. The 
response to the monthly mailing has been significant. 

'Tie Committee, in response to the participants at the 
Aoademxc Senate Fall Conference, organized and presented a 
Pre- Conference Vocational Education Day on kpril 10, 1986. 
The success of the day was most gratifying, and the 
CGonittee looks forward to making this an annual event. 

The Senate representative regularly atten^led the California 
Community Colleges Occupational Education Coalitioa The 
Coalition activities this year have been carefully to 
monitor the Commission for the Review of the Master Plan, 
and forward appropriate recommendations to the Commissioa 
The coalition will continue to be active in the Joint 
Legislative Committee hearings as well as responding to the 
State Department of Education in the implemeutation of the 
Carl Perkins Act. The Coalition is working to enhance 
articulation of Vocational Education with CSD and the high 
schools. 

Members of the Committee again served as readers in the 
selection process of proposals to be funded under the Farr 
Bill (AB 3938). 

Ttu^ee members of tbe Vocational Education Committee have 
served on the Contract Education Task Force. Tbe Task Force 
wHl present the final report to the legislature in May. 
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The HealJi Science subcommittee completed their report, 
which was included in the Spria^ Confererce packets.

Four repre^sentatives of the AoadeiLic Senate serve on the 
Chancellors Advisory and Review Council (ABC), which reads, 
evaluates, and makes recommendations for funding grants 
under AB 1173 (Vasoonoellos, ^7^)• 

In addition, the Advisory and Review Council oonai3ts of ctie 
Chief EaoBoutive officer, two adminstrators, two students, 
one counselor, and one member of the Chancellor's staff. 
The Fund for Instructional Improvement ifi administered by 
the program Evaluation and Approval Oniw of the Chancellor's 
Office. 

Since the last .AfiDUal J&BQ2l» ARC met on two occaaiona Fbr 
the 1985-86 fiscal year, approximately $283,000 was 
available for grants. This was a reduction from the 
approximately 1783,000 which was available for grants for 
the 1984-85 ^iscal year. This reduction was of serious 
concern to the Council. 

Nevertheless, for 1 985-06, 19 projects totalling $295,000 
were recommended to the Board of Governors for fun^tLn^ The 
funding level f jr each proposal represented a significant 
reduction fron the requested amounts. Those project 
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proposals which addiressed issues of broader regional and 
statewide Interest and which were part of the Board's 
Basic Agenda and met the criteria for the Fund received 
priority oonaLderatioa ARC recommended that the $30»0C0 
limit per project be lifted for the 1 986-87 oycle. 

The last meeting of the ABC was March 19-21 in Sacramenta 
Approximately $530,000 was available. The council 
recommended for funding 23 projects with total requests 
amounting to approximat^'ly $5139000. Final approval will be 
made by the BOG at its May 1986 meetin& Two of the 
recommended grants involved the Academic ::;enate: a Faculty 
Development Project by the state Academic Senate and the 
California Association of Community Colleges (see the 
Faculty Development Committee report) and a statewide Staff 
Exch^na^ project by the AS»CIO^s group. The Advisory and 
Review Council gave special consideration to coalition 
efforts addressing the Basic Agenda. 

At the Aprils 19B59 ARC meeting a resolution was passed 
unanimously that recommended to the Chanoellor that the 
applloation for the FII grant provide for the signature of 
the local academic senate president acknowledging tne 
senates* s receipt of the proposal. 

Nevertheless, although u>e RFP for the 1986-87 cycle had a 
statement encouraging the local senate president to %ake a 
special effort to enoourage submittal of applications," the 
RFP itself did not provide Tor the signature line for the 
senate on the application, nor was the Chanoellor made aware 
by his staff of the recommendation by the Advisory and 
Review Council and its endorsement by the Academic Senate. 

At the Marjh 19-21 meeting of ARC, it was unanimously 
reaffirmed that the funding application should include a 
signature line for the academic senate preaidecft from the 
originating institution.

The Task Force on Academic Quality was formed last year to 
provide recommendations to the Qiancelloi on the critical 
Issues of matrlculatloni degree** appropriate course 
standards, and remediatloa This year the Task Force, with 
a membership that Includes faculty, chief executive 
officers, chief instructional offloers, administratorsy a 
student, and a Board of Governors member, took on the 
pressing issue of redefining the Associate in Arts and 
Associate in Science Degreea Inese degrees, authorized in 
the Education Code and regulated lu Title 5t have beon 
criticized by mary sources as being too ge;.3ral and lacking 
in credibility. 

Die Task Force has, thus far, evolved several key concepts 
in its deliberations. These include the following: 

A. The Associate in Arts degree should be a general- 
education degree ccmposed entirely of transferrable 
courser within a 60-unlt minimum. This degree would 
meet the needs of students who wish to transfer within 
a major that has a minimum number of required loweiv 
dlvision courses, and oi those students who wish a 
oroad, literal-arts, twc>-year degree. 
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a Die Associate in Science degree sbould meet the 
needs of students who will transfer in prograss with a 
blf^ maiber of required loweavdivisicn courses in the 
major, end those students whose goal is the completion 
of a specialized occupational program* 

C There is no compelling need for a third degree 
(e.& an Associate in Applied Science) , and, further, 
such a degree might have the negative effect of 
unnecessarily tracking students into a rigid Job- 
training program.

ACADEMIC SEHATE/CHIEF IHSTRUCTIQHAL OFFICEBS

Representatives of the Academic Senate and the Chief 
Instructional Officers met twice during the year and 
discussed a number of issues related to reoommendations by 
the Commission for the Review of the Master Plaa The AS/ 
CIO^s explored the possibility of developing joint positions 
on the is&^s of credentials, tenure, hiring prooedures, 
and curriculum committeea They found that the positions of 
the two groups were dose enougti to warrant further effort, 
and work will continue on the development of such Joint 
positions. 

The AS/CIO*a also discussed various needs in the area of 
faculty development and decided to co-sponsor a grant 
proposal In order to establish a clearinghouse for faculty 
exchanges. This project was approved and funded bf the Fund 
for Instructional Improvement, and during the 1 986-87 year a 
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clearinghouse will be established under the direction of an 
AS/CIO advisory committee. This clearinghouse will 
facilitate temporary ^ransfers for comitunity college faculty 
and administrators bo wish to expand their knowledge and 
experience by working in a different educational 
environment It is anticipatea that after the first year, 
this project will be funded by institutional subscripUoa 



ARTICULATION COOMCIL 
Canaen M. Decker 

In Jane of 1985, the Board of Directors of the Articulation 
Council of California met for a two-day retreat at the 
Kellogg West Conference Center in Pomona in order to examine 
issues relating to the structure and function of the 
Council. Since each segment had been asked to develop a 
poaiUon paper prior to the retreat, it was not difficult 
for Council membars to identify four areas of concern at the 
end of the sessions. Ad hoc committees were formed to 
ad<ir35s each of the four areas: 

1) Improved Communication about Articulation 
Processes and Procedures. There was a general 
feeling that there is a lack of understanding 
about how articulation processes are put into 
motion, the degree to which such agreements should 
be formalized, and the relationship of local 
efforts to sUtewide policy, including procedures 
for examination and appeal (this subcommittee has 
developed a draft of an articulation handbook, 
which will be discussed at the May conference of 
the Articulation Council); 

2) Better Coordination of Information about 
Intersegmental Programs and Projects. The 
California Round Table on Educational Opportunity 
expressed a need for better coordination of this 
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information (a directory of intersegmental 
programs and regional oonsortia has been prepared 
and puhliahed for wide distribution) ; 

3) Dlsdemia\tion and Implementation of Competency 
Statements and Model Curriculum Standards* The 
Oouncilt the Round Table, and the State Department 
of Education will work jointly to sponsor regional 
workshops and mini-oonferenoes to publicize the 
competency statements developed by the 
Intersegmental Senates as well as the Model 
Curriculum Standards developed by the Department 
of Education; 

4) Improved Support -for the Transfer Functioa 
Carmen Decker was asked to chair this 
subcommittee, and it has developed a (tocument that 
describes the importance of faculty in the 
articulation prooesa Ihe document, which also 
includes some models of successful faculty 
involvement in articulation, will be presented at 
a panel discussion at the May conference of the 
Articulation Council, The draft is still subject 
to revisioa 

The role and function of the liaison committees continues to 
be debated. The Board of the Articulation Council is 
awaiting the recommendations coming from a CFEC-oofflmissioned 
study on high school-college relations and the Articulation 
CounciL The first draft of the study, prepared by William 
Chance, is to be discussed by the CPEC Board at its April 29 
meeting, The study may determine the fate of the existing 
liaison committees and the possible restructuring of the 
Council itself.

Thro^gb the fall semester, representatives of ten of the 
major community oollege organizations met to discuss the 
various issues raised by the Commission for the Review of 
the Master Plan and to determine vhat areas of agreement 
existed among the groups* lhro*'£^ a series of candid and 
wide-ranging discussions, tbt; representatives reached 
unanimous agreement on a number of reoommendations, ooveri>'g 
the areas of access and success, the nasociate degree, 
transfer education, vocational education, remediation, 
community service, finance, and governance. These 
reoommendations were published in a report entitled Toward 
ExWil?M? iB rf?Ur?nritfff Community CollegeSf which was 
distributed to the districts and presented to both the 
Conmisaion and the Joint Legislative CGomittee. 

Although the recommendations did not deal with all the 
issues or readi the level of specificity of the Commissions 
report, they did show that the community college 
organizations were capable of working together effectiv ely 
toward a common goal. The results were sufficiently 
encouraging to warrant further work; and, thus, Brian 
Morphy, the Chief Cor-)ultant to the Joint Legislacive 
Committee, requested in Mardi that the organizations attempt 
to expand upon the recommendations they had mauo in the 
iQMacd ExoellenQe reporU Tbe group was reoonveoed in April 
to continue its efforts toward achievix^ agreement on the 
major issues facing the connunity colleges.

In the Spring of 1 980, CSU Chanoellor Dumke and Community 
Colleges QianceUor H^ard established a Joint committee to 
review Executive Order No. 167 (Transfer of credit), ihe 
oowULttee was charged with reviewing the nanner in which the 
Eaeoutlve Order had been implemented and identifying ways to 
lajrove pcUcies governing the determiiatl^a of courses to 
be accepted ty the California State Universl'y toward the 
baccalaureate. One of the oanaittee's reccnmendations was 
to develop jointly "statewide definitions, including 
standards of criteria and assumptions about baccalaureate 
applicable courses and programa" 

In April of 1985, the Academic Senate for California 
Oouunity Colleges approadied the Academic Senate of the 
CaHfornia state University to urge deliberaUons to respond 
to the reoommendation of the joint oommittee. in January of 
1986, an intersegnental oommittee was appointed (Paul Spear, 
chair [CSUC]; Lyu peters [CSUSD]; Phil HarUey [Chaffty]; 
Caraen Decker tQ/Fress]; Mark Wheelia [UCD]; Chuck Lindahl 
[CSU]). The oommittee made use of two existing documents: 
1) 'Oonalderations involved in Determining What OonsUtutea 
a Bav->cal aureate Level Course," which was developed and 
unaniBOualy approved in 1983 by the CSU Gensj-al Ass^bly; 
and 2) "Proposals for Strengthening the Asaociat'. Degree," 
prepared by the Community Colleges Chancellor's Task Force 
on Academic Quality and approved by the Board of CJovernors 
in May of 1985. 

The oommittee met on three separate occasions this academic 
year and developed a report that wUl be submitted to 
Bernard Goldstein, Chair of the CSU Senate, with a 
reoommendation that he forward it to the intersegmental 
OoMittee of the Academic Senates fcr review and support. 

Each se'jmental Senate will also have an opportunity to

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A culminating ezperlexK)e of the oonference oauuZ f^lday when 
small groups attempted to define "the great teacher" anvl to 
share those definitions with everyone. Presentaticas 
were made in interesting ways, such as a script about bic^LiF*

among the participants were Jack Brenneckei Mount San 
Antonio College, and his former t udent, Beverly Abila, now 
at Rio Bondo, and Steve Mattz and his former Chabot College 
student, Ron Harlan, now teadiing at Glendale College.

LlkB the Academic Seoate, CAPED bas been interested this 
year in the issue of credentlalai in June, 1985, I attended 
a Qunoellor*8 Office presentation explaining new credential 
standards being proposed for teacbers in Handicapped Speoial 
Programs and Services (HSP4S). At that meeting I 
distributed copies of Senate resolutions on community 
colltgm credentials. At its March 7, 1986, meeting the 
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Board of Governors adopted regulatloas for iBpLeventatlon of 
SB 2283 (Dills, CSiapter 609, Statutes of 1984) which 
requires the Board to set credential standards for personnel 
enployed in HSP&S. 

Another area of interest to both the Senate and CAFBD this 
year has been ACR 3 (Vasccncellos), which asks the 
California Postaeoondary EduoatJon Commisaion to oomrene a 
cooBittee of repreaentatiTes of postseoonUary education in 
California, both public and private, to develop and to 
"adopt a plan by the end of 1986 to achieve . . . specific 
equal educational opportunity goals* and *to serve all 
disabled students who are able to profit ft*oiiD i struction 
and nake reasonable academic progresa" The Senatj liaison 
to CFEC, Carmen Decker, has kept the Sei^te informed of the 
v<»*k of the CFEC ACS 3 oomnittee. 

Another link betveen the Senate and CAFED is seen in the 
inclusion in the Senate Journal £2Q1BI ififfiis& iA rrflllf^mlfl 
rniniminit.v Collafea of an article, ^Learning Usabilities 
and Aoademia* by former CAIGD president Martha Eanter.

The year has been an active one for the California State 
University SftAenL Mai^ issues which are of oonoern to the 
community colleges are of concurrent concern to the 
Oniveraity, isauea like finding better methods for serving 
underrepreaented minority students, improving undergraduatt 
education, conckicting assessment and placement in remedial 
courses, and monitoring axKl responding to the ocomisaion 
conducting the Master Plan review* 
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In the fall the CSU Senate recommended to the CSU Board of 
Trustees a ccaprehenaiTe pattern of collegiate preparation 
to oommenoe in the Fall of 1988. 

The CSU Board of Trustees ac pted a Statement on 
Collegiality as a result of a proposal forwarded the 
Academic Semtcu The statement included the prevision that 
*CollegLal gorerasDoe assigns primary responsibility to the 
faculty fcr the educational function of the Institutioa 
The oolleglal process also recognizes the value of 
participetion by the faculty in budgetary matters, 
particularly those directly affecting the areas for which 
the faculty has the primary responsibility." The document 
further states that Vacuity recommendations are normally 
accepted except in rare instances and for compelling 
reasons." 

The Oniversity made headlines in its announced plans to 
pursuB the possibility of awarding doctorates in selected 
subject aresfli Thxs plan is at the proposal stage and may 
not be appproved. However, if it is adopted, these 
doctorates could provide significant opportunities for 
cGDBunity college faculty to pursue advanced degrees. 

In the near future the CSU senate vUl be addressing the 
issues of academic advising and the Statement

district adminiotratioa* With the exception of a fev 
CalSACC leaders, maqr students, unfortunately, aoemed to 
need a greater under s«;anding of campus governance, and 
before students can gain credibility vith faculty groups, 
thqr vUl have to better Inform themselves of the important 
issuea Hovever, vlth the apparent Ciioouraeament comlx^ 
trom the Cbancelloi^s Office and a recent resolution f^ 
the Academic Senate, CalSACC has the potential to be a 
viable source of Influence on campus governance.
